Single fatality mars 
iong Christmas holiday 


Lompoc Valley’s long Christmas holi­ 
day was marred by one traffic fatality in 
addition to several lesser accidents, 
while the rest of the nation was headed 
for the lowest death count since the 
National Safety Council started keeping 
records in 1961. 
A G uadalupe w om an, Guadalupe 
Sanchez Hernandez, 22, was killed 
Christmas Eve. when she drove on the 
wrong side of Lompoc-Casmalia Road, 
west of the Wye. and slammed head-on 
into a car driven by an Air Force 
sergeant. The sergeant was seriously in­ 
jured. 
A final United Press International 
count showed 412 persons died during the 
102-hour holiday period which stretched 
from 6 p.m. local tim e Wednesday 
through midnight Sunday. The NSC had 
estimated between 440 and 500 persons 
would be killed. 


Only in 1973 and 1968. both midweek 
one-day holidays, have there been lower 
totals, 310 and 355 deaths respectively. In 
1973, the la st four-day C hristm as 
weekend, 650 deaths were recorded. 


The NSC has attributed the drop in 
fatalities to the energy crunch, local 
weather conditions, the 55-mile-per-hour 
speed limit and better law enforcement 
and safety factors. 


A breakdown of accidental deaths 
shows 412 in 
traffic accidents; 49 in 
fires; 35 in plane crashes; and 59 in m is­ 
cellaneous mishaps for a total of 555 
deaths. 


Texas reported the most traffic deaths 
with 42; California had 38; Florida 32; 
North Carolina 20, and Georgia and 
Illinois 17 each.

repo-ted no holiday traffic deaths. 
Homeward-bound motorists were con­ 
fronted with snow in parts of Iowa and 
Illinois, freezing drizzle in the eastern 
Dakotas and Minnesota and light fog 
across much of the nation’s midsection 
Sunday. 
But the weather had nothing to do with 
one fatal weekend accident. A runaway 
metro transit bus hit seven cars, then 
smashed a second bus into a third one in 
Seattle Saturday night killing a woman 
and injuring 30 persons. 
Deaths from fires also increased In 
the northeastern Minnesota community 
of Island Lake, a blaze destroyed the 
Breezy Point Tavern and killed six 
p erson s, in clu d in g four ch ild ren . 
Authorities said it appeared all the vic­ 
tims were trapped inside. 
Nineteen persons died in weekend 
plane crashes. 


LUSAKA. Zambia (UPI) — Anti- 
Communist forces and Soviet-backed 
troops hve been battling in eastern 
Angola for control of a vital railhead and 
the country's diamond c a p ita l, a 
Nationalist spokesman said today 
Top officials from the Union for the 
Total 
Independence of Angola and 
rep resen tatives from the N ational 
Liberation Front of Angola gathered in 
southern Angola to review the war and 
the involvement in it of the United States 
and Rusria. a UNITA spokesman said 
The co n fer en ce 
w as o r ig in a lly 
scheduled to begin during the weekend 
but though some informal discussions 
had already been held, the spokesman 
said some officials were still arriving 
from overseas to attend the meeting 
Information from Angola was sketchy, 
he said, because of poor radio com­ 
munication with the country 
The spokesman confirmed fighting 
continued in the eastern section of the 
country where UNITA and FNLA forces, 
aided by mechanized South African un­ 
its. last week began a drive to capture 
the important railhead town of Teixeira 
de Sousa and the country’s diamond 
center of Henrique de Carvalho. 
There were no indications whether the 
pro-Western forces had made any sub­ 
stantial progress in their push 
Teixera de Sousa was the last major 
stronghold held by the Soviet-backed 
Popular Movement for the Liberation of 
Angola on the important British-owned 
Benguela railroad running across Angola 
from the Atlantic Ocean to the Zambian 
border 
Combined UNITA-FNLA forces have 
been trying to capture the entire length 
of the railroad to gain needed revenue 
from Zambian copper exports traveling 
the Atlantic route 
Officials described the fighting for 
both centers as “ fierce” with UNITA 
forces suffering heavy casualties from 
barrages from mobile Soviet-built rocket 
carriers 
According to these sources MPLA 
forces have staged a tenacious defense of 
the two vital areas, blowing bridges and 
mining roads and other areas with booby 
traps whenever they were forced to 
retreat. 
Western and African diplomats said 
there was virtually no chance of ending 
the war in Angola despite the forth­ 
coming em ergency meeting of Africa 
lead ers to d iscu ss the three-w ay 
conflict. 


The 
46-m em ber O rganization of 
African Unity has called an emergency 
session in Ethiopia Jan. 10 to seek a solu­ 
tion to the Angolan civil war. 


The pro-west Union for the Total 
Independence of Angola (UNITA) and 
the National Front for the Liberation of 
Angola (FNLA) scheduled a preparatory 
meeting to review war strategy and dis­ 
cuss the involvement of both the Soviet 
Union and the United States in the con­ 
flict. 
Russia, Turkey agree to talks 


ANKARA, Turkey (UPI) — The Soviet 
Union and Turkey announced today they 
have agreed to hold high level political 
talks to cement cooperation and friendly 
relations between the two nations. 
The announcement came in a com ­ 
munique issued at the end of a four-day 
state visit to Turkey by Soviet Premier 
Alexei Kosygin. 
The com m un iq ue said the two 
countries will sign a “political document 


on friendly relations and cooperation in 
the near future following high level 
talks.” 
Kosygin left for home today with as­ 
su ra n ces 
from 
T urkish 
P rem ier 
Suleiman Demirel that his visit had 
opened “ new horizons” for Soviet- 
Turkish relations. 
“Our relations are tnendly,” Demirel 
said in a farewell statement. “They 
prom ise us new horizons based on 
Cease-fire timetable takes 
effect today in Beirut 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - An am­ 
bitious cease-fire timetable taking effect 
today is designed to rem ove rival 
m ilitiam en from 
the war-shattered 
streets of Beirut by the end of the week 
But extremist opposition to the latest 
peace plan still could scuttle hopes for an 
end to nine months of bloody civil war 
that have claimed 6,500 lives and $5 
billion in economic losses. 
Under the agreement, Moslem and 
Christian factions that have controlled 90 
per cent of Beirut will begin withdrawing 
from their barricades with security 
forces moving in to establish cease-fire 
zones in their place 
If all goes as planned, the government 
wiH call on banks and businesses to 
reopen Friday 
The cease-fire was worked out during 
intensive mediation efforts last week 


between Premier Rashid Karami and 
neighboring Syria. 
The government, in connection with 
the agreement, pledged to begin im­ 
plementing a series of political and 
social reforms drafted by Karami last 
month with the help of both Syrian and 
French mediation. 
There were encouraging signs of 
sta b ility , d esp ite c y n ic ism from 
observers who have seen nearly 20 cease­ 
fires explode in bloodshed. Some also 
viewed the current lull in fighting as 
“pay-day truce” — the monthly decline 
in fighting while gunmen cash pay 
checks. 
A late night clash on the road to Beirut 
airport was the only reported flare-up 
Sunday A driving rain and gale force 
winds helped keep pedestrians and 
gunmen alike off the streets. 


reciprocal confidence and respect and 
mutual interest.” 
Kosygin said his talks with Turkish 
leaders were “very fruitful.” 
“ I am very satisfied with the results of 
my visit,” he said 
He announced he had invited Turkish 
President Fahji Koruturk and Premier 
Demirel to visit the Soviet Union at a 
date to be announced later 
The Soviet prem ier's last official 
engagement was an hour-long meeting 
with Bulent Ecevit. leader of Turkey's 
opposition Republican People s Party 
and the former premier who ordered 
Turkish troops into Cyprus in July 1974 
A government source said Ecevit told 
Kosygin he ordered the invasion to pre­ 
vent annexation of Cyprus by Greece 
after a Greek-led coup toppled the 
regim e of President M akarios. The 
source quoted Ecevit as saying Greek 
annexation of Cyprus would have been 
contrary to the interests of Moscow. 
The use of American arm s in the 
Turkish invasion of Cyprus caused the 
U.S. Congress to halt arm s supplies to 
Turkey and in reprisal the Anakara 
government closed down U S. bases in 
Turkey. Kosygin's visit took place at a 
time when U S Turkish relations are still 
under strain 
After his talks with Ecevit, Kosygin 
said he believed the opposition party 
“can greatly help in developing the ties 
between Turkey and the Soviet Union ” 
Kosygin arrived in Turkey Friday and

SANTA BARBARA (UPI> - Firefighters stopped a brush fire burning in 
seep, rugged brushland south of town Sunday, and they expected to contain the 


blaze today.

The fire broke out early Sunday in San Ysidro Canyon, a section of coastal 
mountains rimming the exclusive suburban area of Montecito. and charred 130 
acres of the law Padres National Forest by mid-day 
The flames stagnated as gusty winds died down, and a force of 300 
firefighters hoped to draw a line around the flames before noon today 
Fire officials say the blaze apparently broke out from an illegal campfire in 
the canyon about one mile inland from the San Ysidro (»uest Ranch, where 
John and Jackie Kennedy honeymooned The fire fed on thick brush m the 
creek bed. then burned up steep canyons on long flaming fingers 
No homes or structures were endangered, and there were no injuries 
The fire was centered just 10 m iles north of another blaze that blackened 300 
acres of brush in a narrow oil lease section stretching along the Pacific. 
That blaze erupted Saturday afternoon near the popular Rincon Point surfing 
area, and firefighters contained the flam es just before noon Sundav No struc­ 
tures were burned, and the cause of the fire was not immediately known 
Two firefighters were injured while fighting the flam es, and one of them 
required treatm ent at a nearby hospital for 1st and 2nd degree burns.

Congress Committee - the policy mak­ 
ing body of the ruling Congress party - 
she was not afraid to go to the polls but 
the time was not ripe for elections 
The 1,000-member AICC m et today at 
Chandigrah, capital of Punjab, 150 m iles 
northeast of New Delhi 
She was speaking on an official party 
resolution that called for the postpone­ 
ment of the national poll by a year and 
c o n tin u a n c e 
of the e m e r g e n c y , 
proclaimed June 26 
The AICC acclaimed the resolution and 
passed it without dissent 
The document will be submitted Tues­ 
day to the ruling party’s annual conven­ 
tion, called the plenary session, attended 


by 10.000 members from across the 
country 
Party functionaries said passage of the 
resolution at the plenary session was en­ 
sured since no dissenting voice was 
heard at the AICC. 
Mrs Gandhi said; “ I am not afraid to 
go to the polls But I do not want elec­ 
tions now because unity and stability of 
the country is paramount in my mind 
“ Disruptive forces in the country are 
still active and the dangers facing the 
country before the emergency are not 
yet over 
“The emergency cannot be lifted till 
the government is sure that threats to 
the country and its democratic setup 
have been removed "

parliament ends in March

Rivalry and often bitter feel­ 
ings existing (Mi both bodies 
between South Coast and North 
County representatives un­ 
derlie the maneuvering that 
now goes on prior to the annual 
reorganization sessions the 
first week of the New Year 
First District Supervisor 
Frank J Frost for a second 
year in a row is slated to be 
named board chairman, but 
there exists the possibility that 
he may be sidetracked again in 
his final first-term year — and 
maybe final year — as a county 
supervisor, and pushed aside by 
North County supervisors with 
the aid of one vote from the 
South County, 
Last January, new Super­ 
visors Robert E Kallman of 
Santa Barbara and Harrell 
Fletcher, of Santa Maria, 
teamed up with veteran Super­ 
visor Francis H 
Beattie, of 
Lompoc, and kept Frost from 
automatically ascending to the 
chairmanship role, although it 
had been the practice of having 
a vice-chairman move up in 
other years Beattie was named 
instead 
There was some mention that 
Frost was bypassed because he 
had lost his temper at a 
meeting last fall — along with 
Supervisor James M Slater — 
over a vote by the three 
majority supervisors on the 
Channel oil controversy 
Frost, breathing invectives 
against North County super­ 
visors Curtis Tunnell, now 
retired, Beattie and then Board 
chairman Charles F Catterlin, 
Haas family 
honored 
Frank R. Haas and family. 
RFD Box 165. Lompoc, has 
been elected to membership in 
the American Angus Associa­ 
tion at St Joseph. Missouri, an­ 
nounces Lloyd I) Miller, ex­ 
ecutive secretary There were 
192 memberships issued to 
breeders of registered Aber­ 
deen Angus in the United States 
during the past month 


raced from the hearing room 
and vented his rage by kicking 
an elevator door, it was related 
For this reason. Beattie ex­ 
plained. he didn t think Frost 
would be a good chairman 
Frost has been noticeably 
calm this year, and hasn't given 
his rivals — who resent his 
limited growth views — much 
chance to criticize his deport­ 
ment. as acting-chairman or a 
board member 
But there is persistent talk 
that Kallman might have the 
chairmanship handed to him by 
North County supervisors — if 
the Santa Barbara supervisor 
wants it and will vote for 
himself 
This might result in Frost 
remaining as vice-chairman for 
a record three years in a row 
And. of course, it would also put 
out Supervisor Slater from the 
chairmanship for good, if he 
doesn’t seek a second term 
If Kallman or a North County 
supervisor is named 1976 
chairman, it would mean the 
board was sidestepping 
previous policy pronounce­ 
ments of pushing a vice- 
chairman up as chairman, and 
rotating the chairmanship 
among all board members. 
North County and South Coast 
interests and philosophies also 
clash repeatedly on the nine- 
member County Planning Com­ 
mission. which consists of four 
women, three from the South 
Coast 
The four women, along with 
Commissioner Harwood (Ben­ 
dy) White of Montecito, have 
repeatedly voted down the 
North County men on the com­ 
mission. 
White happens to be vice- 
chairman. and it has been the 
usual custom for the vice- 
chairperson to ascend to the 
chairmanship the following 
year 
But tradition and policy has 
had a way of being ignored in 
these matters lately in the 
political heat that has been 
engendered 
There are 
whispers an attempt might be 
made to keep White from being 
chairman in the same way 
Frost was kept in the wings 
But others point out North 
County commissioners don’t 
have the votes for this — and 
can't be expected to depend on 
a possible fifth vote from 
Kallman’s appointee.

A special county committee 
has found there is no 
demonstrated need for changes

The committee which the

MANILA. Philippines (UPI) 
— A Panamanian freighter, a 
Filipino cargo vessel and four 
motor boats sank or ran 
aground in rough seas off the 
Philippines caused by heavy 
rains, authorities reported to­ 
day. 
Floods on the main island of 
Luzon destroyed homes, 
bridges and crops. 
Authorities said 25 persons 
died and 31 others were miss­ 
ing 
Many of the victims drowned 
in the Bicol region, a cluster of 
five provinces on the southeast­ 
ern section of Luzon, 100 to 240 
miles from Manila. 
Heavy rains pelted the Bicol 
region and other sections of 
Luzon for most of last week 
Floods and landslides destroyed 
or damaged 82 houses, eight 
bridges and 25 miles of railroad 
tracks. Authorities described 
damage to rice, abaca and 
coconut crops as "exten­ 
sive.” 
The Panamanian registered 
freighter Roberta Lu, owned by 
a Taiwan company, sank today 
70 miles northwest of Luzon. 
The freighter carried 26 crew­ 
men. 15 of whom were rescued 
Six bodies were found and five 
others are missing, the Manila 
Rescue and Coordinating Cen­ 
ter said. 
The 6.000-ton dry bulk cargo 
vessel was bound for Taiwan 
from Indonesia when it sent a 
distress call because its main 
hatch began to take water. Five 
commercial ships answered the 
call and converged on the area 
300 miles north of Manila to 
pick up survivors and help 
search for the missing.

MADRID. Spain (UPI) - 
Spanish legislators today held 
the year’s last scheduled 
plenary meeting of parliament, 
a session expected to bring the 
first democratic reforms pro­ 
mised by King Juan Carlos I. 
Torcuato 
Fernandez 
Miranda, the new president of 
the parliament, or Cortes, 
called the session to order at 
the downtown Cortes building. 
Prime Minister Carlos Arias 
Navarro and his full cabinet of 
19 ministers were in attendan­ 
ce. 
The king, Generalissimo 
Francisco Franco’s hand- 
picked successor, has promised 
extensive changes in the iron- 
fisted policies of the late dic­ 
tator. 
The 561-member body faced 
action on a government bill that 
would speed up local election 
reform. It would advance by 
three years the election of 
mayors and provincial chiefs by 
municipal councils, which in 
turn would have been directly 
elected. 
Currently only about one- 
third of the local councilmen 
are elected directly by citizens. 
In the Cortes, only 104 of the 561 
members are elected directly. 
Interior Minister Manuel 
Fraga Iribarne said the govern­ 
ment bill was “ a first step in 
the arena of concrete actions 
demonstrating the govern­ 
ment’s desire to speed up the 
democratization of our institu­ 
tions.” 
In addition, Finance Minister 
Juan Miguel Villar Mir was to 
introduce in parliament the 
three-week-old 
government’s 
economic program. 
Spain currently is plagued by 
inflation rated at 15 per cent 
per year. The official unem­ 
ployment figure is 2.7 per cent, 
although a Commerce Ministry 
publication last week put the 
figure at just shy of 5 per cent. 
The innation and unemploy­ 
ment-combined with a govern­ 
ment-imposed ceiling on wage 
increases—has sparked numer­ 
ous illegal strikes among 
workers concerned about the 
erosion of their standard of liv­ 
ing.

year. 
Quieto’s wife Alicia told 
reporters her husband was 
seized Sunday at the Playa 
Grande on the River Plate es­ 
tuary north of Buenos Aires by 
several men who arrived in un­ 
marked civilian cars One of 
the men identified himself as a 
federal policeman, she said 
Federal police headquarters 
had no comment 
The Montoneros claimed re­ 
sponsibility for the assassina­ 
tion Dec. 3 of former federal 
police chief Jorge Caceres and 
his wife, and have been active 
in numerous attacks on police 


and military installations 
On the political scene, a con­ 
gressional committee inves­ 
tigating charges of corruption 
in government was given Mrs 
Peron’s cooperation. 
The committee is looking into 
alleged misuse of funds in the 
Social Welfare Ministry and in

In an apparent decision to 
give up her efforts to block the 
congressional 
investigation.

Postal Service lawyers were 
granted a hearing in the U S 
Court of Appeals today to ex­ 
plain why they think Sirica 
should be overruled 
Sirica said that in ordering 
the inci eases the Postal Service 
Board of Governors failed to 
strictly follow a law requiring 
that it first ask for the consent 
of the Postal Rate Commission, 
an independent body set up by 
Congress to weigh proposed 
rate changes against the public 
interest 
The law says that if the com­ 
mission fails to approve an in­ 
crease within 90 days the Postal 
Service can impose it tem­ 
porarily. pending final decision 
of the commission, which might 
come weeks or months later 
The increases were to have 
gone into effect temporarily 
Sunday under that provision 
But Sirica ruled the Postal 
Service never made a valid 
request to the commission He 
said the service presented a 
general outline of increases and 
got permission to apply for 
them, but did not file a specific 
list of the increases it wanted 
Therefore, he said, the in­ 
creases scheduled for Sunday 
were invalid

He also said "there may be a 
limited réintroduction of cy- 
clamates” if new evaluations 
remove all questions about the 
chance that they may cause 
cancer. 
Cyclamates, used inartificial 
sweeteners, were banned after 
studies indicated a link with 
cancer. That finding has been 
challenged recently by further 
studies 


Schmidt said, however, that 
there still might be "a five per 
cent possibility” that a cancer 
connection exists. " I’m looking 
for a clean bill of health, not a 
wishy-washy iffy answer on 
cyclamates,” he said 
A study of birth control pills 
has found that sequential may 
not be as safe nor as effective 
as the combination pills taken 
by most American women who 
use oral contraceptives

UHASNALA. India (UPI) 
India announced today the 
United States has offered to 
rush high capacity pumps to 
help drain two coal pits in 
which hundreds of miners have 
been trapped by floodwaters 
But a ranking official at the 
scene said he saw no chance the 
trapped men might be brought 
out alive 
Officials estimated the num 
her of trapped miners at 372. 
but union officials insisted the 
figure might be as high as 900 
Hundreds of wailing women 
and children kept a death watch 
at the pitheads as hopes that 
their loved ones would come out 
alive all but vanished 
The official All-India Radio 
announced that France and 
Switzerland, as well as the 
United States, have offered to 
rush powerful pumps and other 
modem draining equipment to 
the disaster site in northeastern 
India 
The offer came in response to 
an appeal from Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi to other nations 
for such equipment 
The two pits were flooded 
Saturday when waters from a 
nearby abandoned mine gushed 
into them, trapping the miners 
in 850 feet of water 
More than 1.000 workers man­ 
ning pumps Sunday began 
rescue operations at the Uhas- 
nala Colliery. 180 miles west of 
Calcutta Officials said it would 
be at least 15 days before the 
pits were drained 
Officials said earlier it was 
possible a few miners might be 
holding out in air pockets 


beneath millions of gallons of 
water 
However. Ram Nath Sharma. 
chairman of the Bharat Coal 
Mines 
a government organi­ 
zation that owns and runs the 
Indian collieries — told news 
men at the Chasnala colliery 
today 


We don't think there are anv 


air pockets there logically the 
chances of getting the miners 
out alive just don't exist ” 
Sharma said an estimated 110 
million gallons of water have 
poured into the l.OOQ-ieet deep 
mine and it would take several 
days to drain the water out, or 
bring it down to a level when 
rescuers could reach the "ill- 
fated miners.” 


Portugal leftists dealt blow; 
radio station returned to owners 


LISBON. Portugal (UPI) 
In a major blow to Portugal's 
far-left, the socialist govern­ 
ment has formally returned 
Radio Renascenca to its Roman 
Catholic owners, a station 
spokesman said today 
"The station is back in the 
hands of the church, 
the 
spokesman said "We expect 
broadcasting to be resumed on 
January t " 
The transfer by the Informa­ 
tion Ministry was effective Sun­ 
day. the spokesman said 
The action dealt a severe 
blow to far-leftists. already in 
disarray from wholesale purges 
in the military, government and 
mass media following their 
abortive revolt Nov 25 
It also represented an impor­ 
tant peace offering to the 
church in this predominantly 
Catholic country 
The government, hoping to 
ease strained relations with the 
church, excluded Radio Renas­ 
cenca when it nationalized all 
radio stations in the wake of the 
leftist revolt and made known 


its intention to restore it to iti 
owners 
The station, seized by left- 
wing employes last May. was 
sealed two months ago and key 
parts removed from the trans­ 
mitting facilities to halt a 
steady stream of broadcasts 
hostile to the government 
But the extremists broke the 
seal, located spare parts and 
resumed the broadcasts The 
station finally was silenced in 
November by government para­ 
troopers who blew up its tran­ 
smitters 
In ot.ier developments. So­ 
cialist party leader Mario 
Soares came out in favor of a 
sharp reduction in the power of 
the military and installation of 
a democratic, presidential 
form of government

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — My little girl got into my white 
fingernail polish and painted my pecan-finished 
bedroom dresser drawers. It had dried before I noticed 
the damage so I would like to know how to remove this 
without removing the finish — DIANNA. 
DEAR DIANNA — One authority suggests removing 
nail polish from wood furniture as follows. If surface 
has been waxed, the polish may not have penetrated the 
finish. Try nibbing with fine steel wool dipped in a liquid 
floor wax — the type that requires buffing after it is dry. 
If this does not do it you may have to resort to more 
drastic means (fingernail polish remover). That is a 
risk and will doubtless make it necessary to do some 
minor refinishing, depending on the sort of finish. Wax­ 
ing might restore its looks. This is a gamble and should 
be tried first in a small inconspicuous spot. — POLLY.

“If I had my way every con­ 
gressman would go overseas to 
find out about what is going on 
there." Hep 
Leo Ryan, D- 
Calif said in an interview "It 
is the function of the congres­ 
sional branch to act on behalf of 
the people to check the actions 


of the executive branch The ex 
ecutive 
branch 
flie s 
everywhere, all the time." 
Ryan, a member of the House 
International Relations Com­ 
mittee is not taking any trips 
during this month-long congres­ 
sional vacation But he has been 
to the Middle East. Southeast 
Asia, most of Europe and a 
good share of South America 
I tell everybody when I am 
going and where, and when I get 
bar k I tell them where I was 
and what I learned." Ryan said 
“ And if they want to check into 
the expenses and who paid for 
it. they can” 


Not many members or com­ 
mittees of Congress operate 
that way A few announce their 
trips but many more do not 


"There's a flock of trips go­ 
ing out of here this recess." one 
senior Senate staff aide says 
“ But if I talk about it, they'll 
have my neck.” 


Most trips ostensibly are for 
studying problems that fall 
within legislative purview 


Javits takes his trips serious­ 
ly On an 11-day trip to South 
America, he will meet with of­ 
ficials in Brazil, Peru. Panama 
and Venezuela 
“ It’s no fun to go anywhere 
with Javits," said a Capitol Hill 
staffer "He works like hell and 
then he follows up when he gets 
back, which most of these guys 
don’t " 
Official trips are paid for by 
the government. Spouses who 
go along are supposed to pay 
their own way 


The State Department’s Con­ 
gressional Travel Office, which 
arranges much of the congres­ 
sional travel and accommoda­ 
tions, declines to furnish infor­ 
mation on the trips, citing the 
“ wishes of Congress " 


“ We just do what we re told." 
said a State Department man 
“ They control our appropria­ 
tions ’’ 
Two major trips for this 
recess have been announced: 
— Eleven women members of 
the House, with assorted hus- 


bands and children and headed 
by Rep Margaret Heckler. R- 
Mass , began leaving Saturday 
for two weeks in China All 19 
women House members were 
invited, but eight declined for 
various reasons, 
— On Jan 2. a dozen senators 
and top Senate staffers begin an 
18-day journey to the South 
Pacific on a $35,000 budget. On 
the agenda are visits with the 
U S commander-in-chief of the 
Pacific in Hawaii, an investiga­ 
tion of possible commonwealth 
status for the Marianas on 
Saipan, briefings about the 
Trust Territories on Guam, and 
meetings with leaders of 
Australia and New Zealand 
The senators will stop in Mex­ 
ico City on the way home. 
McGovern, with his wife and 
four aides, will visit India, 
Bangladesh. Pakistan and Viet­ 
nam — with stops in Lisbon, 
Rome and London In Hanoi, 
and possibly Saigon, he will as­ 
sess Vietnamese interest in

Time picks 
12 women 
for honor 


NEW YORK (UPD - Time 
Magazine did not pick a “ Man 
of the Year” this year but sub­ 
stituted 12 women for its annual 
honor 
Betty Ford, wife of the Presi­ 
dent, was among the dozen 
women which Time said “ for 
good or ill, ” have most 
significantly affected the 
course of the year’s events 
Susie Sharp. Chief Justice of 
the North Carolina Supreme 
Court, joined Mrs Ford on the 
list The First Lady reportedly 
campaigned for her as a possi­ 
ble candidate for the Supreme 
court seat President Ford ul­ 
timately gave to Justice John 
Paul Stevens 
Also on the “ Women of the 
Year” roster were Addie 
Wyatt, head of the new Coali­ 
tion of Labor Union Women 
Feminist author Susan Brown- 
rniller. author of “ Against Our 
Will Men, Women and Rape,” 
also made the list, as did tennis 
star Billie Jean King and Alison 
Cheek, whose ordination as an 
Episcopal priest rocked the 
church 
Others were Carla HtUs, 
Secretary of Housing and 
Urban Development; Texas 
Congresswoman Barbara Jor­ 
dan. Jill Ker Conway, president 
of Smith College; Carol Sutton, 
managing editor of the Louis­ 
ville Courier Journal; Kathleen 
Byerly. a Navy lieutenant com­ 
mander. and Connecticut Gov 
Ella Grasso 
Time explained it did not 
name a man of the year 
because “ it was a year of 
retrenchment and reap­ 
praisal" 
“ In this atmosphere," the 
magazine said, “ leaders did not 
so much lead as grope It was 
not a period in which a single 
man of the year could decisive­ 
ly emerge.” 
Time said a few men might 
have made it. had the award 
gone to men instead of women 
Among them were Henry Kis­ 
singer. Soviet physicist Andrei 
Sakharov. Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat and Teng Hsiao- 
ptng who has emerged as de 
facto ruler of China 


United Press International 
Without a charismatic leader, 
the nation’s estimated 10 
million homosexuals have been 
forced into a lonely battle for 
public support 
Only a fraction of the once 
almost totally furtive fraternity 
of homosexuals, lesbians and 
bisexuals risks public exposure 
to fight for an end to dis­ 
crimination in employment, 
housing and credit 
Champions are hard to come 
by outside the gay community 
Gays have chalked up major 
gains — with some outside help 
to ease discrimination in 
Pennsylvania. California and 
the District of Columbia. 
In such major cities as Los 
Angeles, San Francisco, Min­ 
neapolis. St Paul and Madison. 
Wis . discrimination based on 
sexual preference has been for­ 
bidden 
In Massachusetts, a bill to 
bar discrimination based on 
sexual preference in housing, 
hiring and credit passed the 
house but was killed in the 
senate 
The nation's largest private 


employer, American Telephone 
& Telegraph Co . last year con­ 
firmed it had banned bias in the 
hiring and employment of 
homosexuals 
And. nudged by a federal 
court decision in California, the 
U S Civil Service Commission 
last summer adopted new 
“ suitability standards" that 
require proof of a connection 
between conduct and job per­ 
formance before sexual 
preference can be made an 
employment factor. 
The Civil Service ruling af­ 
fects the vast bulk of federal 
civilian employes outside the 
armed forces, but its provisions 
does little to help elevation of 
gays to top posts. 
“ Promoting a homosexual to 
a limelight position could 
jeopardize public confidence in 
an agency.’’ one spokesman 
said 
In Pennsylvania. Gov. Milton 
Shapp created by executive 
order a Governor’s Gay Rights 
Task Force and armed it with 
an order to end bias against 
gays in state government. 
Shapp’s order brought a 


prompt response from his state 
police commissioner, Col. 
James Barger, that “ persons 
with different sexual prefer­ 
ences or unorthodox ones could 
not possibly and successfully 
function 
<as) Pennsylvania 
State Police, 
"It is our belief, at this point 
in time, the public would not 
condone being policed by 
homosexual individuals,” Barg­ 
er said 
Shapp’s order, and his 
avowed plans to translate the 
task force into a state commis­ 
sion. also triggered a reaction 
in Pennsylvania's general as­ 
sembly which approved a bill to 
bar hiring gays as state police, 
prison guards or attendants in 
state mental or juvenile institu­ 
tions. 
After the California legisla­ 
ture legalized sex acts in 
private between consenting 
adults. Los Angeles Civil Ser­ 
vice ruled that homosexuality, 
by itself, may no longer bar 
employment. 


Sternest reaction came quick­ 
ly from the Los Angeles Police 


Department. Spokesman Lt. 
Dan Cooke said that “ according 
to our survey and the Police 
Protective League, 100 per cent 
of the officers will refuse to 
work with any known homosex­ 
ual” 


Police Protective League 
Director Tony Amador said, 
“ Officers have called me to say 
‘if I have to work in a car with a 
queer. I’ll punch his lights out 
and I don't care how many days 
they suspend me’” 


In Oregon, Minnesota, Cali­ 
fornia and elsewhere, bills to 
ban discrimination against 
homosexuals have fallen in 
defeat. 


But with increasing militan­ 
cy. gays are frequent lobbyists 
in legislatures and city halls. 
Some gay newspapers have 
achieved national — if limited 
— circulation. 


And a few. scattered seg­ 
ments of the electorate have 
chosen a handful of avowed 
homosexuals to represent them 
in legislative halls.

A bad bill 


For some time in the U.S. 
there has been a question as to 
whether the m ultitude of 
regulatory agencies are truly 
functioning to the benefit of 
the American public, or to the 
benefit of those they are sup­ 
posed to regulate. 


The Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration, 
the Consumer 
Protection Agency, and a 
number of others have all been 
mentioned in the news with 
some regularity in recent 
years, and nearly always as a 
result ^ f their ow n, press 
releases. Now that may all 
change. 


There has been introduced 
to Congress a bill which would 
prohibit regulatory agencies 
from calling attention to the 
names of individuals and 
businesses they have had to 
take action against. We see 
this bill as a move against the 
best interests of the entire 
American consumer public. 


Senator 
Edward 
Kennedy 
and Representative Walter 
Flowers are the congressional 
sponsors of the legislation, and 
they say they are in that posi­ 
tion only because they want to 
stimulate discussion on what 
the American Bar Association 
sees as a problem. To take the 
opposite point of view from 
the ABA, which hasn’t been a 


new position for the press late­ 
ly, we think what they see as a 
problem is ultimately tlie solu­ 
tion. 
Indeed, ultimately it has to 
be the consum ers’ 
buying 
power which dictates whether 
or not a product or service 
stays available to the public

for consumption, exclusive of 
course of those items which 
are found to be deleterious to 
the public good by a regulatory 
agency. Short of that finding, 
if the public dollar does not 
support an item, it will quickly 
pass from the scene, and 
therein lies the value of the 
publicity given to products or 
businesses which are a little 
shady as to public good. 
Admittedly we are more 
than somewhat biased about 
the value of full public dis­ 
closure of a wrong. Too many 
times we have seen the wrong 
made right as a result of 
publicity through the media. 
The ABA seem s to think 
business and the agencies 
which control it should operate 
in a void, devoid of public 
knowledge and thus interest. 
We can only hope the Congress 
will take the opposing view 
and support the public’s right 
to know everything about 
whatever or whomever might 
cause them harm, as well as 
good.

We were talking about issues and what 
he intended to stress in forthcoming 
speeches 1 thought he 
said th at he w as 
preparing a particular 
statement to go into a 
speech the following 
week. No, he cor­ 
rected me, that is for 
my inaugural address 
You can’t beat that 
for confidence and he 
seemed to speak with 
quiet sincerity There 
is a vision for you 
more than a year dis­ 
tant. the great crowd 
in the Capitol Plaza, the hushed silence 
settles down, the Chief Justice steps 
forward and the peanut fanner takes the 
oath of office as the 39th President of the 
United States 
Visionary as it seems. 1 believe at the 
present moment that Carter has a better 
chance than any of the others. There are 
many reasons for this conclusion, but the 
primary one is the organization-in-depth 
that Carter initiated at least a year ago 
He believes that effort will pay off in the 
first weeks of 1976 
Here's one reason To the considerable 
surprise of almost everyone except 
Carter and those closest to him. he 
emerged in the lead in recent state 
caucuses In January and the first weeks 
in February there will be six such state 
caucuses and Carter says he will come 
out first or second in all of them 
This will give him the momentum go­ 
ing into the first of the primaries in New 
Hampshire and Florida Beating Getirge 
Wallace in Florida will take some doing, 
but the peanut farmer who was also 
governor of his state — a Southern state 
that has led the way in the New South — 
admits of no doubts 
There is another equally important 
reason Carter believes that by the time 
the first four or five primaries are over 
the field will have been narrowed to 
three, or at the most. four, other can­ 
didates 
The dropouts will have found it impos­ 
sible to go on without money and 
organization 
Late starters, they will 
have discovered thaï improvision and 
speechmaking are simply not enough 
Carter has about $800.000 which is said 
to have come from contributions averag- 


ing between $.30 and $40 But just as im­ 
portant as the money is the stamina, the 
intensity of the drive, that Carter brings 
to his mission 
1 have observed over the years a 
number of presidential candidates One 
was Wendell Willkie who rose like a 
rocket from (‘omparative obscurity in 
1940 as a Kepublican free-enterpriser to 
try to defeat Franklin Roosevelt, the 
New Deal and the drift toward war 
Willkie had great qualities but he 
lacked two essentials: discipline and a 
real knowltnlge of the elective process. 
Carter has those two essentials 
He has been compared to John F Ken­ 
nedy both for his comparative youth — 
he is 51 — and for his single-minded con- 


1‘entration on his goal. The contradic­ 
tions are many between the hard-headed, 
even ruthless politician and the warm, 
even sentimental, human being. 
Traveling with one of Washington’s 
ablest ptilitical reporters he asked him 
about his children It came out that the 
reporter’s youngest daughter has 
leukemia and the prognosis was bad As 
they talked, tears came into Carter’s 
eyes He is either, said the reporter, a 
man of deep feeling or the most ac- 
txmiplished actor I’ve ever seen. 
There was a follow-up Without any 
reliance on his staff. Carter sent the lit­ 
tle girl two Indian arrowheads dug up 
from his farm at Plains. Ga.. suggesting 
in a handwritten letter that she give one 
to her older sister 
Because he started so early, but also 
bt‘cause of his remarkable qualities. 
Carter has attracttnl unusual campaign 
followers 
One is Dr Peter G Bourne who. when 
Carter was governor, headed the state’s 
Narcotics Treatment Program This was 
in 1971, just after drugs had become a 
serious problem in Georgia’s cities. To­ 
day Bourne devotes .nost of his time to 
the t'arter campaign serving the can­

Tired blood in health research 


WASHINGTON - There has been 
quiet grumbling in medical circles that 
the National Institutes of Health has per­ 
mitted other nations to pull ahead of the 
United States in vital fields of research. 
The critics blame stodgy, old-guard 
bureaucrats who pour government 
money into the same tired, old research 
projects, 
but won’t 
take a ch a n ce on 
anything at all un­ 
conventional 
S e v e r a l d o c to r s 
have complained to us 
that the bureaucrats 
who control research 
grants have a strong 
con serv a tiv e 
bias 
“They ride the hobby 
h o rses of the e s ­ 
tablishment scientists 
into the ground." said 
one doctor, “but won’t 
waste time looking at more unconven­ 
tional research” 
Dr. Roger Egberg. a former Assistant 
Secretary of Health. Education and 
Welfare, agreed that this former as­ 
sociates may be afraid to stick their 
necks out “It’s a combination of fear 
and conservatism," he told our reporter 
Terry Repak 
Here are a few specific illustrations: 
— Dr Linus Pauling, the only two-time 
Nobel Prize winner in history, has found 
it impossible to get federal funds for his 
research in treating cancer with ascor­ 
bic acid (vitamin C). He works closely 
with the renowned Scottish researcher, 
Ewan Cameron, whose work with cancer 
patients and ascorbic acid has been 
published around the world 
Dr Anthony Verlangieri. a noted 
Rutgers University researcher, was 
refused funds for his work in reducing 
atherosclerosis 
(hardening of the 
arteries) with vitamin C. His experi­ 
ments with rabbits on high cholesterol 
diets showed that vitamin C. substantial­ 
ly rtxluced the disease-causing plaque 
formation in the arteries. 
~ Dr 
Jorgen Schlegel has made 
significant progress in combating cancer 
with vitamin C at Tulane Medical School. 
And Dr 
Eli vSeifter was the first to 
demonstrate that vitamin A could be 
used against cancer tumors of viral 
origin Yet both distinguished scientists 
have bt'en refused funds to further their 
work 
Less than $6 million of the near $800 
million National Cancer Institute budget 
will go into nutritional research this 
year. Even this amount was fought by 
the bureaucrats but was forced upon 
them by congressional mandate. 
As a result, the United States has 
fallen behind several countries, in­ 
cluding Britain, Germany. Scotland and 
even the Soviet Union in important 
aspt‘cts of this research. 
Footnote: 
A spokesman for the 
National Institutes of Health explained 
that nutritional research is still an infant 


science But one scientist suggested that 
“the reason there are a lot of nutritional 
quacks around is because NIH offers no 
direction." 
DISPUTED LETTER: The Federal 
Elections Commission has received a 
complaint that President Ford has 
solicited campaign contributions from 
federal workers. 
A fund-raising letter, signed by the 
President, has been circulated within the 
government 
The complaint suggests 
that the solicitation “may be an illegal 
act or at least a grave impropriety." 
A spokesman for the President told us 
that steps were taken to prevent the let­ 
ter from reaching federal employes and 
that, in any case, it contained a dis­ 
claimer advising federal employes to 
disregard the solicitation. 
CANCER 
CONTROVERSY: 
We 
recently quoted from a report by the 
National Cancer Institute’s Dr. John 
Bailar, warning that X-ray screening for 
breast cancer may raise serious radia­ 
tion risks. 
This was disputed by the American 
Cancer Society and the American 
College of Radiology, which cited a 
statement by Dr. Rodney Withers that 
the ratio of benefit to risk was 125 to 1. A 
m em o circu lated by Dr. Bailar,

however, claims the benefit-risk ratio is 
close to 1 to 1. 
We have also obtained copies of an un­ 
published report presented by Dr. 
Marvin Zelen to the Cancer Symposium 
in Brussels. This states that the mam­ 
mography screening of the general pop­ 
ulation isn’t worth the cost and con­ 
cludes: “The use of mammography (X- 
ray screening) should be confined to 
high-risk populations." 
Dr. Withers, reached in Houston, 
hedged, saying there isn’t enough data to 
calculate the benefits precisely. 
PRISON POSTSCRIPT: We reported 
recently on the degrading conditions at 
upstate New York’s ancient Clinton 
Prison. The state comptroller’s audit 
confirms some of our findings. 
For example, the commissary wound 
up with a surplus of $73.360, which shows 
the inmates were overcharged. States 
the comptroller: “We recommend that 
the prices at the com m issary be 
lowered." 
In contrast, the 71-year-old superinten­ 
dent. J. Edwin LaVallee, was eating in 
style. The audit report charges that “ex­

Ray Cromley 
The 
numbers 
game 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - The U.S. 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission recent­ 
ly came forth with a careful, detailed 
study mathematically calculating the 
chances of major nuclear accidents and 
the deaths and damage likely to be 
caused. 
The work was carried out by a scien­ 
tist of considerable 
repute, an honest, 
able, upright man. 
The conclusions, 
nevertheless, are false 
and misleading. They 
are the result of a 
mathematical anoma­ 
ly and are not private­ 
ly taken at face value 
by senior scientists in 
the agency with whom 
this reporter has been 
in contact. 
The study finds that 
the chance of any individual dying from 
an accident in a nuclear-powered utility 
plant in any one year is a miniscule one 
in five billion — assuming 100 nuclear 
plants — as contrasted with a one in 4,000 
chance of dying in an automobile acci­ 
dent, a one in 10,000 chance of being 
killed in a fall, a one in 30,000 chance of 
drowning. The probability of 100 persons 
dying in a nuclear reactor accident — 
again assuming 100 operating nuclear 
utility plants — is calculated at one in 
100.000 years, roughly the same 
probability as 100 persons being killed in 
a meteorite impact. In contrast with one 
chance in 16 years of 100 people dying in 
an explosion, or one in seven years of IOC 
dying in a fire. 
This would seem to place nuclear acci­ 
dents as one of the least of the worries 
we might face in the years ahead. 
Though the mathematical procedures 
leading to this conclusion are precise, 
given the data, there is a catch. Because 
of the limited experience we have had 
thus far with nuclear power the 
probabilities which show up on the 
answer line may be so distorted as to be 
meaningless. 
To oversimplify, it is as though one 
flipped a coin three times, they 
developed a theory on how many times 
heads would appear in 1,000 flips, based 
on those three trials, modified by logic 
and mathematical experience. If, by 
chance, heads appeared three times in a 
row, we could come up with some weird 
conclusion as to what would happen in 
1.000 tries. 
In blunt terms, we do not have suf­ 
ficient evidence as yet to determine the 
probability of nuclear accidents or their 
probable seriousness. 


Take a recent highly publicized accident 
in which a workman, routinely lighting a 
candle to check on something set a 
serious fire at one nuclear plant. Since 
this occurred before completion of the 
safety study, it was considered in the 
mathematics. But as one nuclear scien­ 
tist in the regulatory agency said 
wonderingly, no one in a thousand years 
would have thought of a candle starting a 
fire in a nuclear plant. If it hadn’t hap­ 
pened, it would most certainly not have 
been figured in. 


How many other unpredictable acci­ 
dents and combinations of accidents are 
likely to occur in this uncharted field no ■ 
one knows. 


The problems will show when there 
are not a hundred, but a thousand plants, 
operated routinely by men who have 
come to regard nuclear power, not as a 
new and untried source, but as a ho hum, 
ordinary power source of no particular 
danger. 


This is not to say we should slacken our 
drive for nuclear power. Opponents, 
notwithstanding, the evidence points to a 
most serious need. And though, as noted, 
the mathematics of this study do not 
prove it as safe as government propagan­ 
dists claim, there is no evidence to date 
either to suggest seriously that nuclear 
power will be more dangerous than 
automobiles, swimming pools, airplanes 
or gas as a fuel, which we have come to 
accept in return for the benefits they of­ 
fer.
